Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  194S  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  also  that  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  vital  statistics  summarised  on  a following  page  are  generally 
satisfactory  and  compare  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  in  a favourable 
manner.  The  year  1948  has  shown  some  improvement  in  the  water 
supplies  and  provision  of  sewage  systems  in  numerous  villages  and  should 
be  completed  within  a reasonable  time  now. 

The  building  of  new  houses  has  been  going  ahead,  but  not  as  rapidly 
us  one  would  wish,  and  the  rehousing  of  overcrowded  families  and  those 
in  defective  houses  remains  a major  problem. 

There  have  been  no  major  epidemics  in  the  past  year,  the  infectious 
•diseases  statistics  agree  generally  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  going  ahead,  but  one  would  like 
to  see  a much  higher  percentage  of  the  infant  population  immunised. 


I wish  to  thank  personally  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  their  staffs 
and  also  all  the  committees  I have  been  in  contact  with,  as  they  have 
been  most  helpful  since  I took  up  my  duties  in  February,  1949.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — The  area  of  the  District  is  79>423  acies,  01  as  a matter  of 
interest  it  means  an  average  of  one  person  per  5.1  acres. 


Population — The  estimated  resident  population,  according  to  the 
Registrar-General’s  figures  was  15,850,  the  natural  increase  in  the  popu- 
lation, i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  114. 


Government  Evacuation  Scheme — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
no  evacuees  on  the  registers.  A great  number  of  evacuees  and  refugees 
however  still  remain  in  the  district,  having  found  suitable  work  and  also 
most  of  them  suitable  accommodation  in  the  distrct. 


Deaths — The  total  deaths  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
was  167.  This  shows  a decrease  of  20  on  the  figure  of  1S7  for  the  year 
1947. 


The  death  rate,  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  was  10.6  per 
thousand.

From  the  causes  of  death  table  it  will  be  seen  that  more  than  half 
were  due  to  cancer,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases. 

Births— The  number  of  births  in  this  district  was  281  compared  with 
306  for  1947.  The  birth  rate  of  17.6  is  very  similar  to  that  for  England 
and  Wales  which  was  17.9. 

Stillbirths — The  number  during  the  year  was  3,  compared  with  5 
in  1947.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  0.31. 

Illegitimate  Births — The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  S,  as  com- 
pared with  15  the  previous  year. 
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Maternal  Mortality — There  was  no  death  recorded  under  this  heading 
during  the  year.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Service — The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  operat- 
ing at  The  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  was  always  available  for 
diagnosis  and  analysis  of  specimens  relative  to  disease,  many  of  the 
doctors  in  the  area  took  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
laboratory  The  Service  is  free  of  cost  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910,  arrangements 
are  made  whereby  medical  practitioners  may  obtain  the  anti-toxin  from 
local  chemists,  at  short  notice  and  free  of  cost.  It  should  be  noted  that 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  from  the  district  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Service — For  Infectious  Cases,  the  Northampton 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  ambulance  was  used,  with  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  new  National  Health  Service,  the  ambulance  was  ad- 
ministered by  the  Ambulance  Brigade  from  Northampton.  For  non- 
infectious  cases  and  residents  the  ambulance  maintained  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  stationed  at  Daventry  is  used.  The  services 
appeared  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — The  following  District  Nursing  Associations 
operate  in  the  District: 

Long  Buckby,  Woodford  Halse,  Braunston,  Byfield,  Badby, 
Kverdon  and  Newnham,  Weedon  and  Flore,  Crick  and  West 
Haddon. 

Each  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  administered  by  a 
local  committee. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at 
Weedon  Bee,  Byfield  and  Long  Buckby. 

Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  in  Daventry,  and  mothers  from  the 
surrounding  district  can  visit  if  they  so  desire.  The  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  is  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department. 


Hospitals — The  treatment  of  infectious  cases  was  carried  out  at  The 
Harborough  Road  Isolation  Hospital,  Northampton. 

Hospital  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical  cases  was  ob- 
tained at  both  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  and  the  Hospital  of 
St.  Cross,  Rugby. 
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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

Water  Supply — There  have  been  no  material  changes  as  regards 
water  supplies  to  the  district.  The  public  supplies  have  generally 
proved  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality,  at  the  moment 
23  parishes  have  public  supplies.  In  the  remaining  parishes  of  the 
district,  domestic  water  supplies  are  obtained  from  wells  and  springs, 
there  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  supplies,  except  in  the  parishes  of  Pres- 
ton Capes,  Newnham  and  Everdon,  where  the  Council  still  had  to  cart 
water  at  regular  intervals  during  each  week.  This  was  a costly  opera- 
tion. However,  the  schemes  for  the  supply  of  water  to  these  parishes 
had  commenced  and  the  work  had  advanced  well,  but  it  did  appear  that 
some  time  would  elapse  before  the  supplies  would  be  available  to  the 
houses.  It  was  also  anticipated  that  a start  on  the  scheme  for  a supply 
to  Hellidon  would  be  made  early  in  the  new  year.  There  have  beeii 
efforts  made  to  augment  the  Northern  and  Southern  Schemes,  but  noth- 
ing further  has  developed.  An  outstanding  event  which  took  place  dur- 
ing the  year  was  the  Inquiry  into  the  proposed  Mid-Northamptonshire 
Water  Board,  of  which  Board,  this  Council  would  lie  embodied,  the  pro- 
posal was  that  the  Board  would  supply  water  to  the  Authorities  com-; 
cerned  from  the  source,  after  an  intitial  cancellation  of  the  Inquiry,  it 
was  held  later  in  the  year,  but  the  results  were  not  known  at  the  end  of 
the  }rear. 

All  public  water  supplies  are  under  constant  treatment  by  chlorina- 
tion, and  these  supplies  are  regularly  bacteriologically  analysed,  and 
apart  from  an  odd  fluctuation,  these  analyses  have  been  very  satisfactory.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  general  conditions 
of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  remains  much  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  There  are  n parishes  of  the  district  with  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  systems,  and  in  two  parishes  the  works  are  temporary. 
As  regards  new  schemes  for  sewage  and  sewage  disposal,  the  works  of 
laying  new  sewers  and  works  at  Kilsby  and  Braunston  were  well  in  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  new  year  should  see  the  completion  cf 
both  schemes.  The  new  schemes  for  West  Haddon,  Badbv  and  Newn- 
liam  (Joint  Scheme)  had  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  await  con- 
firmation from  the  Ministry.  The  greater  number  of  parishes,  and  the

smaller  parishes,  are  without  proper  sewage  works,  etc.,  it  can  be  hoped 
that  these  numbers  will  reduce  at  an  early  date,  it  does  hinder  the  pro<- 
vision  of  better  sanitary  accommodation  and  drainage  in  these  villages, 
where  at  the  moment  there  are  a number  of  water  closets  in  use,  all  drain- 
age being  discharged  to  septic  tanks,  but  the  chief  lavatory  accommoda- 
tion is  pail  closet,  with  a few  privies  still  in  use,  the  latter  I am  glad  to 
state  are  gradually  disappearing,  there  is  some  real  difficulty  experienced 
in  these  villages  for  the  adequate  and  proper  disposal  of  the  nightsoil. 
In  all  the  sewered  parishes  water  closets  are  in  general  use. 

The  house  drainage  in  the  district  may  be  considered  as  fair,  it  is 
very  good  in  the  sewered  parishes,  but  somewhat  questionable  in  the 
majority  of  cases  where  there  are  no  proper  sewers.  There  has  been 
some  progress  with  the  provision  of  new  drains,  etc.,  as  is  shown  by  the 
table  given  below.  I hope  for  a greater  rate  of  improvement  when  the 
Kilsby  and  Braunston  schemes  are  ready  to  receive  house  sewage.  I 
have  been  over  the  greater  majority  of  properties  in  these  villages  with 
the  owners  to  give  the  necessary  advice  for  the  connection  of  properties 
to  the  new  sewers,  and  as  soon  as  I am  informed  that  the  whole  new 
works  are  completed,  we  can  get  on  with  the  works  of  new  drainage, 
etc.  There  does  appear  to  be  an  easing  with  regard  to  the  obtaining  j>f 
the  necessary  materials,  so  that  when  the  time  is  opportune,  we  .should 
be  able  to  report  substantial  progress.  I give  below  a summary  of 
various  works  carried  out  during  the  year  with  reference  to  drainage,  etc.

Disinfection— All  houses  from  which  infectious  disease  cases  were 
removed  were  disinfected,  soap  and  liquid  disinfectant  were  left  with  the 
householder  for  thorough  cleansing  afterwards.  Houses  from  which 
tuberculosis  patients  were  removed  to  sanatorium  or  after  death  of  such 
latient,  were  also  disinfected  and  soap  and  liquid  disinfectant  were  left 
with  tlie  householder  for  cleansing  afterwards.  I have  also  issued  two 
ceit  ill  cates  to  householders  so  that  they  could  replace  bedding  after  a 

f osl*dcath-  tlls  certificate  was  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  Board 
1 T.ade  office  foi  the  necessary  permit  to  purchase. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  eases  were  brought  to  notice. 

Moveable  Dwellings,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Sec.  269 — There  were 
no  applications  for  licences  under  the  above  section. 

Hats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  Infestation  Order,  19-13 — 

Your  Council  again  renewed  their  annual  contract  with  the  Pests  ( ifficer, 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  for  the  destruction  of  rats  on  the 
Council’s  refuse  tips.  These  tips  are  regularly  treated  and  at  such  other 
times  as  may  be  necessary.  If  we  do  find  any  infestation,  we  notify  the 
Pests  Officer  and  he  instructs  his  staff  to  deal  with  the  matter.  This  is 
usually  done  immediately.  Very  frequent  inspections  are  made  of  refuse 
tips  and  certainly  the  method  of  pests  control  on  the  tips  is  proving  very 
satisfactory.  More  and  more  farmers  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
scheme  and  have  contracts  with  the  Executive  Committee,  this  is  an  ex- 
cellent thing,  it  has  kept  farm  premises  and  buildings  remarkably  free 
from  infestation,  we  do  come  across  corn  stacks  where  the  rate  have  made 
a home,  but  after  a visit  and  with  the  help  of  the  Pests  Officer,  thresh- 
ing is  usually  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible  and  the  desired  results  are 
obtained.  I have  received  one  or  two  complaints  of  rats,  we  have 
visited  the  premises  concerned  and  given  suitable  advice,  with  usually 
satisfactory  results. 

Schools — We  have  31  schools  in  the  district,  but  those  at  Ashby  .St. 
Ledgers,  Charwelton,  Helidon  and  Win  wick  aie  closed,  and  children 
from  these  villages  have  to  go  to  neighbouring  schools.  Visits  of  inspec- 
tion to  school  premises  generally  show  a satisfactory  standard  of  clean- 
liness, though  I am  concerned  at  the  conditions  prevailing  at  one  school, 
but  I understand  that  the  Education  Authorities  have  this  matter  in 
hand  for  attention.  We  have  also  one  private  school  in  the  district,  the 
general  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1937 — There  are  now  go  premises  on 
the  Register,  they  are  chiefly  workshops,  with  a few  wartime  workplaces 
still  in  use.  We  received  notification  of  4 changes  of  use  of  workshops 
during  the  year,  there  was  1 addition  to  the  register  and  2 deletions. 

Lists  of  outworkers  have  been  received  as  follows:  In  April,  August, 
November  and  December,  each  list  contained  the  name  of  one  outworker, 
the  premises  were  satisfactorily  maintained. 

We  received  one  letter  from  His  Majesty’s  Inspect  >r  of  Factories 
regarding  lavatory  accommodation,  the  defects  were  quickly  remedied, 
•one  letter  regarding  an  unsafe  floor  at  a workplace,  this  workplace  closed 
down  shortly  afterwards,  and  two  letters  regarding  the  storage  of  cellu- 
lose solutions  in  each  instance  the  quantity  to  be  stored  was  very  small 
and  the  conditions  were  remedied. 

Scavenging — Household  Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  in 
31  parishes  of  the  district,  leaving  only  4 small  hamlets  without  a regular 
collection.  The  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Annual  Contracts,  and 
was  fortnightly  in  all  parishes,  except  Weedon  Pec  and  Woodford  Halse 
where  it  was  weekly.  The  collection  proved  gencrallv  satisfactory,  we 
have  received  complaints  of  non-collection,  these  complaints  were  invest- 
igated, and  the  faults  usuallv  on  the  side  of  the  complainant,  i.e.  failing 
to  put  out  the  bin  in  time  for  the  collector  and  also  putting  in  the  bifci 
anything  but  household  refuse.  I believe  the  contractors  have  generally 
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made  every  effort  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  their  contracts.  The  cost  of 
refuse  collection,  including  rents  of  tips  and  maintenance,  etc.,  amounted 
to  ^1,762  for  the  full  year,  or  a rate  over  the  district  of  5.55c!.  It  was 
anticipated  that  the  new  scheme  for  refuse  and  salvage  collection  would 
he  put  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1949,  this  scheme  will,  of  course, 
he  more  costly,  hut  it  will  have  other  advantages,  and  we  shall  also  under- 
take regular  salvage  collection  in  conjunction  with  refuse  collection.  I 
hope  to  place  before  you  early  in  the  new  year  my  proposals  regarding' 
the  method,  etc.,  of  this  new  scheme.

SECTION  I) 


HOUSING 


The  very  urgent  need  for  more  and  more  houses  is  still  as  pressing 
as  ever.  A number  of  houses,  both  traditional  and  Airey  type  have  been 
erected  and  occupied  during  the  year,  and  this  has  resulted  in  a few  of 
the  more  urgent  cases  of  overcrowding  and  those  in  the  worst  houses 
being  re-housed.  Building  is,  however,  very  slow,  due  to  many  and 
varied  causes,  and  it  would  seem  that  some  considerable  time  must  elapse 
before  the  problem  is  really  solved.  In  some  instances  the  building  has 
progressed  reasonably  well,  particularly  bearing  in  mind  the  binding  at 
Flore,  but  it  did  seem  that  all  contractors  even  after  making  a good  start 
were  held  up  for  periods  for  some  fitment  or  other.  It  can  only  be  hoped 
that  the  new  year  will  see  greater  strides.  We  have  a large  waiting  list 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  1,375  names  of  applicants  on  the 
register,  but  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Health  a review  of  all  ap- 
plicants was  carried  out,  since  the  date  for  closing  this  review  was  after 
the  year  end,  I am  not  able  to  say  now  the  actual  numbers  of  “ live  ” 
applicants.  As  each  parish  had  allocations  of  houses  to  make  we  visited 
and  re-visited  the  applicants  in  the  parishes  concerned  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  up  to  date  information  on  the  existing  creumstances  of  each  ap- 
plicant. Even  after  all  these  visits  there  have  been  many  disgruntled 
applicants  who  have  thought  they  were  worse  off  than  Mr.  So  and  So, 
and  I feel  that  the  Council  have  tried  to  carry  out  the  Minister’s  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  letting  of  houses,  though  after  parish  allocation 
there  have  been  numerous  letters  of  complaints  sent  to  the  Minister  him- 
self and  to  the  Member  cf  Parliament. 

Repair  work  has  been  difficult  although  the  materials  position  did 
ease  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  one  or  two  Control  of  Materials 
Orders  were  lifted.  This  enabled  more  small  repair  works  to  be  carried 
out  but  nothing  of  a very  extensive  nature.  I have  a record  of  category 
2 and  3 houses  which  I would  be  happy  to  see  repaired  and  so  enter 
category  1 class,  but  the  time  is  not  opportune.  Further,  those  entered 
in  category  5 are  slowly  deteriorating  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on, 
and  from  the  face  of  things  it  seems  that  some  time  will  elapse  before 
we  can  take  much  action,  these  houses  have  of  necessity  to  be  occupied. 

The  licensing  of  building  works  was  still  in  operation,  and  this  has 
meant  many  visits  and  re-visits  and  inspections  before  licences  were  ap- 
proved. However,  on  the  1st  July  the  financial  limit  for  repairs  to  any 
one  property  was  raised  to  £100.  This  has  meant  a great  deal  to  the 
small  cottager  and  the  small  builder.  Licences  were  required  for  works 
exceeding  £100  though  for  certain  types  of  repair  work  the  free  limit 
was  raised  to  ;£i,ooo,  this  included  farm  property  (not  farm  houses)  and 
shop  property.  Up  to  the  1st  July  licences  in  respect  of  253  properties 
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at  a total  estimated  cost  of  ^15,180  were  approved  by  my  department, 
and  during  the  same  period  39  applications  for  licences  at  a total  esti- 
mated cost  of  ^10,693  were  submitted  to  the  Regional  Licensing  Officer, 
Nottingham,  for  his  approval,  after  inspection  by  my  department.  Since 
the  raising  of  the  free  limit,  licences  in  respect  of  14  properties  at  a total 
estimated  cost  of  £3, 254  have  been  approved  by  my  department,  and 
during  the  same  period  applications  in  respect  of  13  properties  at  a total 
estimated  cost  of  ^4, 137  have  been  submitted  to  the  Regional  Licensing 
Officer  for  his  approval,  after  inspection  by  my  department.  This  means 
that  licences  for  repairs  were  approved  to  319  properties,  but  the  differ- 
ence the  raising  of  the  free  limit  has  meant  can  readily  be  seen  because* 
much  repair  work  is  still  going  ahead  in  practically  all  the  parshes. 

Many  Council  housing  estates  have  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time,  and  I think  that  generally  the  standard  of  up-keep  is  satisfactory, 
although  the  Council  did  abtain  an  ejectment  order  against  one  tenant 
for  various  conditions.  I have  in  the  past  remarked  upon  the  unsightly 
condition  of  many  of  our  housing  estates  by  the  erection  of  varying 
types  of  hutments,  etc.,  on  these  sites.  It  is  a matter  for  some  concern 
but  existing  legislation  is  not  helpful,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  keep- 
ing of  animals.  One  realises  the  importance  of  home  food  production 
only  too  well,  but  I do  think  that  there  should  be  a unified  type  of  hut- 
ment allowed  and  that  some  control  should  be  put  on  the  numbers  of 
hutments  a tenant  may  erect. 

In  connection  with  new  houses  and  according  to  the  reports  of  the 
clerks  of  works,  the  following  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  dur- 
ing the  year:  8 traditional  and  4 Aireys  at  Weedon  (a  further  8 had  bee 
allocated  at  Weedon  but  not  occupied) ; 6 Aireys  at  Barbv;  14  traditional 
and  2 Aireys  at  Braunston;  6 Aireys  at  Woodford  Halse;  2 Aireys  at 
Everdon;  4 Aireys  at  Crick;  6 traditional  at  Whilton;  4 Aireys  at  Yelver- 
toft;  4 traditional  at  Badby  (a  further  4 traditional  at  Badbv  were  allo- 
cated but  not  occupied);  6 Aireys  at  Kilsby;  16  traditional  at  Flore  (a 
further  6 traditional  at  Flore  had  been  allocated  but  not  occupied) ; 6 
Aireys  at  Newnham;  2 Aireys  at  Welton;  and  there  were  one  or  two 
houses  and  bungalows  built  by  private  persons.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  had  the  following  houses  in  varying  stages  of  construction 
and  completion:  8 at  Weedon,  8 at  Crick,  6 at  Kilsby,  10  at  Woodford 
Halse,  6 at  Yelvertoft,  14  at  Long  Buckby,  and  2 at  Lilbourne.

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SECTION  E 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  FOOD 


Milk  Supply — The  Milk  supply  of  the  district  is  generally  very  satis- 
factory, there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  shortage  of  this  food.  The 
majority'  of  the  retailers  in  the  district  are  also  producers,  and  delivery 
is  made  in  sealed  bottles  and  in  a very  few  instances  by  can  and  measure. 
There  are  also  5 large  retailers  delivering  bottled  Pasteurised  and  Tuber- 
culin Tested  milk  throughout  the  district,  these  retailers  cover  a very 
large  portion  of  the  area.  Results  of  samples  taken  by  neighbouring 
authorities  of  milk  produced  in  this  area  have  been  satisfactory. 
Throughout  the  year  the  Council  have  received  requests  for  mains  water 
supply  to  farms  and  fields,  and  in  addition  some  farmers  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  scheme  whereby  financial  assistance  is  awarded  for  the 
creating  of  a pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  water.  This  scheme  is  run 
by  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  There  are  now  247 
registered  producers  on  the  registers,  covering  303  cowsheds,  the  numbers 
ceasing  production  during  the  year  was  practically  counter  balanced  by 
those  entering  the  registers  for  the  first  time.  There  was  certainly  a vast 
improvement  on  the  figures  of  the  previous  }rear  when  over  50  farmers 
fell  out  of  production.  Labour  stortage  is  said  to  be  the  big  difficulty 
with  the  farmers,  and  also  the  long  distances  milk  has  to  be  carted  to 
a milk  stand  for  collection.  All  the  farm  premises  on  the  registers  have 
been  inspected  and  we  found  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  existed, 
though  we  did  have  to  write  a few  farmers  for  more  thorough  cleansing 
of  sheds,  etc.  The  cowsheds  and  milk  premises  throughout  the  district 
are  generally  in  very  fair  condition,  some  being  very  good  indeed,  bi^t 
there  are  just  an  odd  one  or  two  which  are  in  need  of  thorough  recondi- 
tion and  reconstruction.  I am  hopeful  of  having  these  attended  to. 
Numerous  farmers  have  gone  in  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  other 
grades,  too,  and  requests  for  inspections  of  premises  with  a view  to 
applying  for  higher  grade  milk  production  continue  to  be  received,  all 
such  licences  are  granted  by  the  County  Council.

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Bakehouses — There  are  19  bakehouses  in  the  district  and  the 
majority  are  structurally  poor,  but  generally  a satisfactory  effort  is  main- 
tained to  promote  cleanliness.  It  has  been  necessary  to  take  action  in 
three  cases,  the  reason  being  the  need  for  thorough  cleansing,  the  neces- 
sary work  was  carried  out  in  each  case  by  the  person  concerned.  Many 
inspections  have  been  made  of  these  premises. 

Shops — Shop  premises  in  the  district  are  generally  of  the  small 
cottage  type,  there  are  a few  larger  and  modern  shops,  where  the  con- 
ditions are  satisfactory.  It  is  much  more  difficult  for  the  small  shop- 
keeper to  maintain  a good  standard  in  the  shop,  but  even  so,  we  did  not 
have  to  take  any  action  during  the  year  regarding  shop  premises.  Many 
inspections  of  foodstuffs  have  been  made  under  section  10  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1935,  and  the  following  is  a list  of  foodstuffs  condemned 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption,  but  some  part  was  salvaged  for 
animal  food.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  MEAT  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

There  are  26  butcher’s  shops  in  the  district.  Some  of  these  shops 
are  old  structurally  and  difficult  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  clean- 
liness, the  few  more  modern  shops  are  very  satisfactory.  Regular  and 
frequent  inspections  are  made  to  butcher’s  shops  throughout  the  district, 
no  unsound  meat  was  found  exposed  for  sale,  and  further  no  condemna- 
tions of  meat  were  made. 

The  Minister  of  Health  requests  a table  showing  carcases  inspected 
and  condemned,  but  since  no  slaughtering  takes  place  within  the  district, 
apart  from  the  cottager’s  pig,  it  is  not  possible  to  compile  the  table  as 
requested.  As  shown  in  the  list  of  foods  condemned,  fresh  meat  does 
not  appear. 

.Section  x of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  is  in  force  in  this 
district.  One  licence  was  renewed  to  a slaughterman  at  a public  abattoir 
and  one  licence  was  granted.  All  meat  is  delivered  to  the  butcher ’is 
shops  direct  from  the  central  abattoir  in  vans,  the  method  of  delivery 
and  the  type  of  transport  used  varies,  though  there  has  been  a more 
constant  use  of  a proper  refrigerated  van.  The  onty  animal  slaughtering 
which  takes  place  in  the  district  is  that  of  the  cottager’s  pig,  the  only 
bad  feature  of  this  is  the  very  large  amount  which  takes  place  on  Satur- 
day afternoons  and  Sunday  mornings. 

Allocation  of  Food  Gifts  from  the  Colonies — During  the  year,  at  the 
instruction  of  the  Council,  I undertook  the  delivery  of  food  gift  alloca- 
tion to  the  aged  and  needy  peoples  of  this  district,  such  food  gift  was 
sent  in  a bulk  quantity  to  the  Council,  was  then  broken  up  and  delivered 
to  over  950  houses  throughout  the  district.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


During  the  year  397  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  the 
district,  this  is  a big  increase  on  the  previous  year,  but  it  should  bo 
stressed  that  of  this  number  342  cases  were  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
as  against  199  cases  the  previous  year.  The  larger  number  of  Measles 
cases  were  notified  during  January,  February  and  March,  and  there  were 
only  one  or  two  of  the  villages  which  escaped.  There  was  a marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  there  being  42  cases  as 
against  2 cases  the  previous  years,  all  the  cases  were  of  a very  mild  type, 
and  as  stated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  earlier  in  his  report,  the 
figures  are  very  similar  to  those  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The 
following  tables  give  the  distribution  of  cases  in  each  parish  and  in  eac 
month  of  the  year.  All  Scarlet  Fever  cases  and  Poliomyelitis  were  re- 
moved to  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  houses  disinfected.

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  or  suspected  Food 
Poisoning  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis — The  year  showed  an  upward  trend  in  the  numbers  of 
new  notifications,  there  were  15  such  cases  notified,  11  were  of  respira- 
tory nature  and  4 non-respiratory,  this  is  a decided  increase  on  the 
previous  year  when  there  were  7 new  notifications.  It  should  be  pointed 
out,  however,  that  5 of  the  respiratory  cases  (3  males  and  2 females) 
were  inward  transfers  from  other  districts  and  were  notified  to  this 
Council  by  the  County  Health  Department.  All  new  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis, either  respiratory  or  non-respiratory  are  notified  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  removal  is  arranged  when  considered 
necessary  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer.  The  living  conditions  of  all  notified  cases  are  in- 
vestigated by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department,  disinfection  is 
carried  out  after  removal  to  sanatorium  or  after  death,  soaps  and  liquid 


disinfectant  are  left  with  the  householders  for  cleansing  afterwards. 
Attention  has  been  paid  to  Tubercular  patients  or  contacts  when  allocat- 
ing new  council  houses,  and  during  the  year  3 patients  were  re-housed 
in  new  council  houses.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department  have 
during  the  year  checked  over  all  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the 
registers  and  have  further  checked  their  list  with  that  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  existing  cases  in  the  district,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  there  was  a total  of  61  known  cases  on  our  register,  27  males 
and  1 7 females  all  respiratory,  and  6 males  and  11  females  non- 
respiratory.  There  were  7 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  }rear, 
6 respiratory  (4  males  and  2 females)  and  1 11011-respiratory,  a female,  a 
tuberculosis  death  rate  of  .44  per  1,000. 

Also  during  the  year  this  Council,  together  with  the  Borough  Coun- 
cil of  Daventry,  formed  an  After  Care  Committee  for  Tuberculosis 
patients,  the  object  being  to  help  Tubercular  patients  in  recovery  so  far 
as  was  practicable,  the  obvious  need  of  this  committee  is  funds,  and 
various  bodies  have  materially  assisted  to  date.  Your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  joint  secretary  of  this  committee  together  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Daventry.  At  Christmas  this  committee 
awarded  vouchers  to  all  tubercular  patients  in  the  Rural  District  and  in 
the  Borough  under  the  age  of  14  years,  the  voucher  was  foi  10s.  and 
could  be  exchanged  at  the  recipient’s  wish.
